Red 
crayon markings clearly defined 
the territory under AWA jurisdic- 
tion, Next to the map lay the order 
banning Bobby Heenan from 
managing in the AWA. The word 
“managing” was circled in black ink. 
"Doesn't say | can't wrestle, does 
i?" said Heenan, smiling coldly. 
Indianapolis is one of those 
cities that hovers on the edge of the 
AWA. Sometimes it is subject to 
AWA regulations. And sometimes 
it drifts beyond. 
"This match, 1 wasn't wrestling 
in Indianapolis.” said Heenan, his 
hand rubbing against Minneapolis, 


sliding over Denver and. slithering 
toward Texas. The phrase “next 
time" hung ominously over the 
cruel features gashed by a thin 
smile. The face is recognizable to 
everyone who follows wrestling. 
He is Bobby Heenan, manager. Or 
should it read, Bobby Heenan, 
wrestler? 

“I like to keep in shape.” said 
Heenan. "A body like mine, 
honed to perfection, needs proper 
exercise. | keep my mind active 
making sure my wrestlers keep 
their titles, but trying to out-fox 
Georgia scientific. wrestlers isn't 
much stimulation," Heenan 
said, sighing.

sneeze, reporters and photog- 
raphers are crowding around. 
begging for a piece of me. Hey. 1 
know l'm famous and my private 
life ist my own, but not every- 
thing 1 do has to be shrouded in a 
conspiracy. Soon as 1 wrestle, ` 
people think I’m coming back to 

the AWA. Who needs those bums?” 

Three factors would seem to 
mitigate against Heenan's return to 
the AWA. One is the suspension he 
received for assaulting AWA 
president Stanley Blackburn. 
However. a source within the 
alliance legal department insists 
that suspension may not apply 
to wrestling. 

“I haven't studied it vet," said the 
source. "But I think if Heenan 
wanted to come back only as a 
wrestler, he might have a good case 
in court." 

Whether Heenan would come 
back depends on what he could 
accomplish in the AWA. Current 
champion Nick Bockwinkel was 
Heenan’s top wrestler. Their 
friendship is still active. Or 
is it? ° 

Frequently, Bockwinkel is the 
target of Heenan's digs. Oh. they 
appear friendly enough. Heenan 
bantering about how he made 
Bockwinkel champion and how 
can Nick stay on top without them, 
little jabs like that. But Bock winkel 
finds little humor in such remarks. 
Long-time champion Bockwinkel 
is an immensely proud man who 
takes great satisfaction in the way 
he manages his own title. He 
doesn't care for suggestions which 
indicate otherwise. 

Perhaps the prospect of Heenan 
returning and challenging 
Bockwinkel for the belt is not that 
far-fetched. 

Finally, there is the matter of 
Heenan’s family in Georgia. 
Comprised ðf Killer Karl Кох. 
Masked Superstar, and Blackjack 
Lanza, the family has caused a 
bloody civil war to engulf the state. 
Exactly the sort of situation 
Heenan enjoys. 
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Speculation now arises that Heenan will take advantage of an apparent loophole in his 
suspension and return to the AWA as awrestler.

"I love a good fight, Nothin’ like 
having my guys ро in and destroy 
the ugly pusses of jokers like Rich 
or Anderson," Heenan said. 


Despite the savage siege, 
Heenan's family has yet to 
establish. supremacy. Should 


Heenan forego future battles, some 
might say he is running away from 
a fight. 

“I'm not a quitter. ГЛ stay and 
fight until every scientific wrestler 
is crippled and out of wrestling.” 
said Heenan. 

Heenan won't stay because of 
any sense of loyalty. Snakes think 
of themselves and themselves only. 


If he sees any glory beyond 
Georgia, he won't hesitate to seize 
it and flush everyone bchind down 
the wrestling bowl. 

“If you're not for yourself, who 
will be?" Heenan asks frequently. 
"I have to watch my career. That's 
the nature of wrestling. You get no 
respect unless you're out for 
number one all the time.” 

Heenan's warped mind delights 
in bitter symbolism. Returning to 
the AWA, circumventing the 
suspension order, and challenging 
old pal Nick Bockwinkel for the

HEN THE EDITORS of 

this magazine asked me 
to write this article, at first | 
didn't know what to do. | don't 
like to say something harmful 
about anyone, especially 
when it is someone [ admire 
as much as Bob Backlund. 
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But if | see the flaw in his 
wrestling style, wouldn't 
someone else see it too? And 
what if that person is a creep 
like Lou Albano or a bum like 
Pat Patterson? Then what? 
They would not use the flaw 
for a story, that's for sure. it

would be lights out for Bobby 
then. 
So | am in a delicate 
position. | know something 
that may, no, make that 
definitely, 100 percent sure 
could end Backlund's reign. 
What can be done about it? 
Yeah, everyone must be 
thinking, that Sammartino, 
he makes a big deal out of 
everything. You know, | don't 
enjoy this. | went to Backlund 
and told him what | knew. You 
think that was enjoyable? No. 
Backlund was very upset. | 
explained what | saw and 


knew. | told him that his 
career could be over if 
someone who wants to 


cripple him got hold of this 
information. 

Bob was very appreciative 
and very nice. He said 


someone else might have let 
him just get Пим, but not 
Sammartino.

| asked Bob why he didn't 
want help. | tell you, this 
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reaction made me proud to be 
a wrestler. Backlund is very 
independent. While he listens 
to and accepts advice from 
those of us who have been 
around, he wants to do 
things himself. 

Backlund said he wants to 


learn on his own. He wants to 
solve this dilemma. He said 
he:can never become great 
unless he does things his 
way. While he thanked me 
and thanked me, Backlund 
wouldn't consider taking my 
help. Bob said, "Bruno, you 
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Backlund tries to stretch Hussein's arm 
out of joint (above) Hussein ties 
Backlund in a combination abdominal 
stretch and headlock (left). 
have done enough just by 
telling me all this.” 

You know, fans are going to 
think, “That Bruno Sam- 
martino, he wants everyone 
to think how wonderful he 
can be.” I’m not doing this for 
praise. I’m doing this to help 
another human being and an 
excellent wrestler. 

But all this has little to do 
with the real problem. 
Backlund is in serious, 
serious trouble. More trouble 
than he may realize at the 
moment. Young men can be 
very stubborn. | respect 
Backlund’s integrity but | 
question his wisdom. 

You see, | fear that others 
may know about the flaw. | 
have heard whispers around 
the [locker room that the 
Grand Wizard has a secret 
plan to destroy Bob Backlund.

never got back in the match. 

After it was over, the ring doctor 
rushed to Andre's side. He took 
one look at the victinys eyes and 
demanded, "I need a couple of guys 
to help this man back to the 
dressing room. Now!” 

Two men quickly came to the 
grapplers aid. As they led Andre 
away. Brodie rushed up and 


screamed, “I lost the match but 
vou're finished. You're finished!" 
Andre was too weak to reply. 


Andre the Giant staggers about the ring 
after being hit repeatedly by the steel bar 
Bruiser Brodie concealed within his 
bandaged right band. 


‚ Back in the dressing room, the 
doctor examined Andre carefully. 
“The man has a concussion. Don't 
lét him go to sleep. We'll take him 
to the hospital. [v's a few blocks 
away. И might be better if we walk. 
Driving, he could fall asleep. 
That's dangerous with a 
concussion, Lets go." | 
Andre survived. He'll be able to 
wrestle as pood as ever.
